Pursuant to Jim's story of the relay: 
I bought a Heath SB200 linear kit at their Overland Park KS store after 


waiting most of the night in pretty cold weather for a Washington Day's 
sale years back (up by the TWA training center-remember? ) 


I decided to put it together nonstop over one weekend... Monday morning, 
as I remember, it was complete and when I energized the transfer switch, 
kabam! Huge puff of smoke came out the perforated vent holes... the 


Heath green was now Heath black. All this was accompanied by a very loud 
bang. 


I called Heath in Benton Harbor as soon as they opened; they asked for 
the serial number of the kit, and before I could describe what had 
happened, they explained that a few kits had been shipped with 6VAC PB 
relays, when a 100VDC coil was the proper relay coil; they had already 
received a few other calls and had traced the problem via their 
inventory stock... the relay box had just a PB part number-no voltage 
rating. 


Profuse apology, they'd send out a replacement... which they did. 


Don't think FEDEX or UPS were in business back then, but a box arrived 
in a few days with not only complete replacement parts for the power 
supply and the relay, but a pair of CE 572s-those graphite anode 
triodes-with another apology-and 'take the spare pair for your 
inconvenience. ' 


Keying that old linear with the 100 VDC became a problem for some folks 
with transistor keying in modern rigs; I installed a 12vdc intermediary 
relay so as to keep the 100 VDC inside the linear, and so as to key the 
low voltage relay. Believe the keying transistor in my Kenwood TS 520 


had to be replaced before I wised up. 


I dragged that SB200 around the world-HS1ADX, etc, and finally sold it 
to buy an MLA 2500-big mistake. Wonder how many of the wonderful SB200s 
are still in service? 


Years later I noticed the HV which was supposed to be around 3500 VDC 
was Slowly dropping, and I thought it was the caps or diodes... turned 
out to simply be the voltage multiplier meter resistors-long underrated 
for the current and voltage in the Heath design. Easy repair with larger 
resistors.
